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Wha t Is Sa lem’s Pro b lem On 
Wa ter? Here Are The Fa cts

Ju st how seriou s is the water shortage In Salem? 
Is the city in d an ger of an immed iate shortage on su pply ? 
Will the shortage hit su d d en ly? 
What's cau sin g it? 
Is the su pply in the presen t wells d win d lin g? 
Can 't more wells be d rilled an d solv e the situ ation ? 
All those—an d d ozen s more—are qu estion s you ’re hearin g ev ery d ay 
in Salem abou t water. They re n ot easily an swered , either, for the story 
on the situ ation is a lon g, an d at times a complex on e. It’s n ot gen erally 
u n d erstood , either- 
• 
As a matter of fact, Salem’s 
problem Is on e of lon g d u ration . 
It’s on e that was appreciated at 
least 28 years ago, when the city 
first had an en gin eerin g 
su rv ey 
mad e for a possible su rface su pply. 
Sin ce that time the problem has 
arisen pu blicly time an d time again 
an d actu ally fou r su rv eys hav e been 
mad e. 
, 
No con crete action toward the 
su rface goal, wherev er it may ev en ­ 
tu ally be. had been accomplished 
u n til a few years ago when the wa­ 
ter reserv oir was con stru cted sou th­ 
west of the city ju st off Stewart 
road . 
City cou n cil has again been stirr­ 
ed to action , an d this time it ap­ 
pears that somethin g d efin ite in 
the way of a lon g-ran ge program 
will hav e to be worked ou t. It’s 20 
years late, bu t the problem Is actu ­ 
ally becomin g so acu te—as later fig­ 
u res will poin t ou t—that somethin g 
mu st be d on e an d d on e qu ickly. 
Water is n ot goin g to be secu red , 
su rface or otherwise, in an y short 
period of time. The lon g-ran ge pro­ 
gram n eed ed to meet Salem’s per­ 
man en t n eed s will requ ire two or 
three, possibly fou r to fiv e years, to 
achiev e. 
Why has the problem became so 
acu te n ow? 
The reason is simply 
explain ed in an examin ation of wa­ 
ter u sage in Salem (as illu strated 
on the chart with this story > ov er 
the period sin ce 1944, when 
the 
large in creases really began to ap­ 
pear. 
For In stan ce: In 1944 the av erage 
d aily u sage, based on the total u sed 
in a year d iv id ed by 888 d ays, was 
980.000 gallon s. 
In 1945 that d aily av erage was u p 
to 1.050,008" gallon s 
In 1946 It ju mped to 1.300,000 gal­ 
lon s. 
By 194Ts en d It had soared to 
1.306.000 gallon s. 
By the d ose or 1948, the av erage 
was 1,880,000 gallon s an d the tren d 
has con tin u ed u pward , with a min ­ 
or lev elin g off, throu gh the first two 
mon ths of 1949 
Those with min d s geared to an ­ 
alysis of charts will qu ickly n ote that 
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the tren d of In crease throu gh those 
years In d icates that by 1950 the 
d aily av erage may well reach more 
than two million s gallon s. 
City water officials hav e n ot an ­ 
ticipated this con tin u ed growth in 
u sage. They figu red it was a war­ 
time rise in in d u strial 
u se 
an d 
wou ld d rop tack to n ormal—or at 
least to the d an ger 
poin t—when 
war 
in d u strial 
activ ity 
d eclin ed . 
That, howev er. Is n ot the case an d 
the tren d con tin u es u pward . 
Can the 14 city wells n ow bein g 
pu mped con tin u ou sly keep u p with 
this d eman d ? Well, for the presen t 
they are d oin g it, bu t all the sign s 
are that the su pply is n ot capable 
of con tin u ed pu llin g at the rate 
shown In the abov e figu res. 
The wells n ow in u se are prod u c­ 
in g en ou gh water to meet Salem’s 
ord in ary n eed s an d can ru n , it is 
estimated , at abou t 1,700,000 gal­ 
lon s in a d ay. Bu t that amou n t of 
pu llin g will n ot hold u p, officials 
are con v in ced . 
The presen t wells shou ld n ’t be 
pu mped stead ily at a pu ll of more 
than 1,300,000 gallon s a d ay. This 
is con sid ered the “d an ger ** poin t. 
Ev en that is stretchin g thin gs to 
the maximu m, tests hav e prov en . 
Can 't more wells be d rilled ? Yes. 
that is a stop-gap solu tion . 
More 
wells, if they hit field s that are ou t 
of the water areas of well field s 
n ow bein g pu mped , will giv e a tem­ 
porary ad d ition to the su pply. 
Bu t that apparen tly is n ot the 
perman en t solu tion . An d if it were 
it brin gs complication s, for the city 
“d ries u p” sou rces of well su pply 
for cou n try farms an d homes wher­ 
ev er it goes in for n ew wells. 
This particu lar phase of the prob­ 
lem has become 'more an d more 
trou blesome in recen t years d u e to 
the great bu ild in g u p of the ru ral 
areas arou n d Salem. 
As on e official pu t It, “It's like 
thread in g you r 
way 
throu gh 
a 
crowd to fin d wells n ow.* Twen ty 
years ago it wou ld n 't hav e been 
n early so hard .” 
The stead y pu lls are d ecreasin g 
the prod u ctiv ity of the existin g 
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field s. Officials kn ow that in filtra­ 
tion In to the water bearin g rock is 
frequ en tly 
exceed ed 
by 
Salem’s 
lon g, stead y pu mpin g. 
On e en gin eer pu t it this way, “If 
you keep u p at this rate of in crease,1 
or ev en at the av erage rate of the 
last few years, you r position will be 
precariou s." 
Salem is an exception ally 
hard 
city to su pply with water for its lo­ 
cation is like a hou se high on a 
hill. 
Ail the av ailable water ru n s 
away from it, d own the sid es of the 
slope, an d mu st be pu lled tack to 
Salem from lower sou rces. 
Last year the city’s u sers of water 
in 
air 
con d ition in g 
u n its 
were 
forced to shu t off their 
systems 
d u rin g part of the su mmer. This 
was brou ght abou t by an u n u su al 
u sage in the city. 
Ih e u sage last year was u n u su al 
In that Febru ary, u su ally or» of the 
lighter mon ths, equ alled almost the 
prev iou s September in total water 
u sed . May, 1948, to go fu rther, was 
almost a higher u sage , mon th than 
Au gu st, u su ally the peak mon th, the 
year before. 
This early d rain on su pply in 1948 
hit the city hard an d forced the 
shu t-d own in later mon ths. 
In d u strial u sage accou n ts for half 
of Salem’s' pu ll each d ay. At least 
that is as close an estimate as of­ 
ficials can make. 
Some in d u stries 
are pu mpin g a part of their own 
factory n eed s, bu t these field s, too, 
are in ad equ ate an d are n ot figu red 
in the d ty u sage totals 
More alarmin g ev en than the 
d aily av erage figu res ov er a year 
ago is the fact that Salem actu ally 
goes ov er the two million a d ay 
figu re in u sage sev eral d ays a week 
fci presen t times. The slack in u se 
on Satu rd ays an d Su n d ays accou n ts 
for the ev en in g u p of the figu res. 
It is hard to estimate exactly 
which are the peak d ays, howev er, 
for water that is pu mped in to the 
reesv olr system on a Frid ay may 
n ot be actu ally u sed in the city u n ­ 
til the followin g Mon d ay.

Most of the volunteers are Ger­ 
man, as are some 6,000 of the unit's 
2 0,000 total strength. 
The Legion 
has its biggest recruiting post at 
Kehl, in the French occupation 
zone of Germany . 
"We can tak e our pick ," said the 
spok esman, a former officer of the 
Legion who would give all the ty pe­ 
writers in the ministry to get back . 
“So we enlist only the best—exper­ 
ienced professionals* 
technicians 
and whatever specialists we happen 
to need." 
The professional standards of the 
Legion have alway s inspired respect 
in military -minded Germany , and 
during the last war a lot of G er­ 
mans got a taste cf desert life. The 
Legion would 
include 
even 
more 
Germans, except that the French 
authorities have 
decided 
that 
it 
ought not to have more than 30 per 
cent of any one nationality . 
After the Germans, Spaniards are 
the most numerous in the Legion. 
Many of them are veterans of both 
sides of the Spanish civil war. The 
Marseille area, where the Legion has 
an Important recruiting post, is a 
center for Spanish Republicans. 
Despite its name, the foreign Le­ 
gion is not barred to Frenchmen. 
Contrary to legend, there is only 
a handful of British and Ameri- 
’cans: 
“But a large proportion of them 
write book s,” the 'ministry spok es­ 
man said, “and quite a few desert." 
Before World War II. Czarist Rus­ 
sians were a mainstay of the Le­ 
gion. Those who were in have been 
permitted to stay , but no new Rus­ 
sians, either white or red, are tak en 
now. 
About half the Legion's strength 
is in Nohth Africa, its traditional 
stamping-ground. Some of the old 
color disappeared 
after the war. 
when the two 
cavalry 
regiments 
were mechanized. Only one “m ount­ 
ed company ." which comes under 
the head of infantry , remains.. 
The Legion saw plenty of action 
in World W ar II. both in Africa 
and Europe. For a time there were 
two French Foreign Legions, one 
loy al to the Vichy government and 
one to the fighting French of Gen. 
Charles De Gaulle. By the time 
France was liberated, however, they 
were united again. 
Now the Foreign 
Legion gets 
the tough 
assignments 
in 
Indo- 


China where Moscow-trained Ho 
Chi Minh has been fighting the 
French for two y ears, France holds 
the big towns and main roads, but 
guerrillas control much of the coun­ 
try and mak e costly raids. Thig k ind 
of fighting is the Legion's meat, but 
its accomplishments are still mili­ 
tary secrets. 
Some 2 00 to 300 recruits are ac­ 
cepted monthly , on the average. 
The old rule still goes—the 
new 
Legionnaire can call himself w hat­ 
ever he pleases and no Questions 
ask ed. The Legion command, how­ 
ever, tak es fingerprints and meas­ 
urements and mak es an investiga­ 
tion—to be sure that neither war 
criminals nor any other k ind of 
criminal uses the Legion as a hide­ 
out. 
A second and even more thorough 
Investigation tak es place when the 
new Legionnaire reaches African 
he a d qu a r t e r s 
at 
Stbi - Bel- 
Abbes. Often the Legion’s file on 
private John Smith carries his real 
name and quite a bit about him that 
he would rather not be k nown. 
His modest pay —six francs <two 
cents) a day for a t-uck private and 
eight francs for a corporal—remains 
the same. Besides this, of course, 
the Legionnaire is equipped, lodged 
and fed somewhat better than the 
average soldier. 
Evfeh the private in the Foreign 
Legion is distinguished by his white 
k epi, the visoredv cy lindrical cap re­ 
served to officers in other units. 
The Legion tak es particular pride 
in its messes. An officer. Inspects 
the k itchen before each meal, and 
alway s finds a place laid where he 
can sit down and try it. The cook s 
are experienced in the best French 
traditions and the Legion has its 
own model farms, run by veterans, 
to improve the quantity and quality 
of the army ’s ordinary ratiohs.

erage industrial work week shorter 
than 40 hours. 
He said the drop will come prln- 
ctoaUy from the further elimina­ 
tion of overtime rather than union 
pressure for a scheduled work week 
of 30 or 35 hours. It takes a good 
deal of overtime in excess of 40 
hours to maintain a 40-hour av­ 
erage, b ecause many 
plants 
are 
working short weeks due to lack of 
b usiness. 
Clague said in an Interview that 
the country can have the shorter 
week without 
serious 
unemploy­ 
ment or a great decline in income 
and purchasing power. Ho empha­ 
sised that he was talking solely 
ab out the average hours of work 
per week put in ty manufacturing 
employes, 
irrogpective 
of 
inion 
agreements or negotiations. 
But government lab or officials 
said the decline in hours will un­ 
doub tedly influence unlon-manage- 
ment contract negotiations. The 
question is a major issue with all 
groups of organized lab or. 
New Contract 
, The railroads and 27 non-oper­ 
ating b rotherhoods have just nego­ 
tiated a 46-hour week at no cut in 
the workers' 48-hour pay, effective 
next 8ept, 1.

Clague said his b ureau will pub ­ 
lish figures Friday showing th? av­ 
erage work week in Feb ruary was 
39.4 hours. This is the second con 
secutive month that it has fallen 
under 40 ho urs. The 1948 average 
was 40.1 hours per week, 
Th? wartime peak was 44.2 hours 
in 1944. live depression low was 34.6 
hours in 1084. 
Lack cf orders was only partly re 
sponsib le for the shorter work week 
in Feb ruary. Clague said. 
"The principal reason is elimin­ 
ation of overtime hours,” he said 
"With prices leveling off b elow their 
peaks, employers are eutting out 
the high cast premium pay hours. 
There Is still 
considerab le 
over­ 
time in the average work week lo­ 
cat'd» to hit 39.4 there are many 
plant« ! running more than a sched­ 
uled 40* hour week.” 
Under the wage-hour law. time 
and one-haif must b e paid for all 
hours over 40 worked in a we?k. 
•‘The trend is downward." Clague 
said. "There’s no telling where it 
will go and how far it will drop b e­ 
fore we get into troub le such as seri­ 
ous unemployment or a sharp de­ 
cline in purchasing power ” 
The work week is now 1.1 hours 
b elow the corresponding period a 
year ago. 
But b ecause of wage 
b oosts, average weekly earnings 
have gone up nevertheless. 
Clague said this indicates that 
the transition to the shorter work 
week is b eing made without wreck­ 
ing purchasing power. He thinks 
it can continue.

The dean of Ohio State university's 
college of education predicted today 
that in 10 years there would Ik» 6,- 
000,000 children for whom no school­ 
ing provision has b een made. 
"There are over four million chil­ 
dren not now in school or without 
regular teachers 
for their class­ 
rooms,” said Dr. Donald P. Cottrell, 
Dean Cottrell spoke to the wom­ 
en's institute, statewide 
gathering 
of leaders of 
women's 
organiza­ 
tions at Ohio State university. 
To the four million now without 
schooling facilities, said Dean Cott­ 
rell, a rapid rise in b irths will add 
two million children, 
"The schools of the United State* 
will require 1,033.804 new elemen­ 
tary teachers in the decade 1940- 
1950 through 1958-1959,” he said.

These tsaehers, he said, will b e 
needed to fill new positions, to re­ 
place more than 100,000 persons now 
teaching on sub -standard certifi­ 
cates, to reduce the average class 
size to 25 and to replace those who 
quit (.» aching.
